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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-12 are allowed with claims 4-12 allowed by a previous Office Action 
(paper number 4). 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention is directed to adjusting an amplification amount of the 
voice signal depending on whether or not the data from the base station includes both 
the voice signal and the image datum. The closest prior art, Harris (US 6,009,336) 
shows a similar system which comprises a wireless device such as a cellular 
radiotelephone that has video capability and speaker phone so that a user can hear 
and watch the video data at the same time. However, Harris fails to "adjust an 
amplification amount applied to the voice signal depending on whether or not the data 
transmitted to the portable telephone from the base station in an establishment time 
of a data link include a discrimination datum which represents both voice signal and 
image datum ". This distinct feature has been added to the independent claim 1 and 
renders it allowable. 

Claims 2-3 are allowed as being depended upon independent claim 1.
